>tine, the president of the local lodge, 
trote to the head physician, Dr. Kinzie, 
0 make inquiries concerning it. He re- 
eived an answer to the effect that the ap- 
)lication was a very peculiar one, and 
hen the local officers further investigated 
be matter. Tn.ey learned that a number

•ation and some changes made in the 
luestions which bad been asked and an- 
swered 
The principal one of these was 


n relation to drinking. Instead of Dr. 
tJeil's admission that he occasionally took 
1 glass of beer there appeared the state- 
ment that he drank beer and whisky ev- 
•ry day and looked as if he had Brigbt's 
li=ua«e. After this much bad been learn- 
•d it was decided to have an investigation 
if the matter and a committee was named 
for the purpose. Dr. Collins was sum- 
moned to appear, but did not come. At 
a subsequent meeting of the comiruttee, 
however, be appeared and after hearing 
the different stories regarding the matter, 
the committee made a recommendation to 
the Indco thnt be be expelled from tbo or- 
dnr. On this occasion there were many 
of Dr Collins' friends present and they 
voted down the proposition. Thursday 
night, however, the question was again 
l>rousht up find this time it was voted to 
expel him. Dr. Heil was then elected to 
the oftico of medical examiner in his 
place. 


Dr. Collins when interviewed by a re- 


porter today said that the charges which 
have been made against him are false and 
that it is untrue thathemade any changes 
in the application papers. He said: "The 
charges are false. 
When the first investi- 


gation was held I had five witnesses who 
testified thafthe handwriting on the por- 
tion of the application which was changed 
was not mine. These persons have been 
familiar with my handwriting for from 
three to soven years and are willing to 
swear that the writing is not mine. The 
papers have undoubtedly been changed 
but not by myself.

'It was," she said, "a

pageant, which excelled all my expecta- 
tions. We did not ^expect to attend the 
coronation when wo went abroad, and 
were persuaded to do so by Minister 
Breckinridge. I shall never cease to be 
thankful that I had an opportunity to 
witness such a wonderful scene. The, cos- 
tumes were magnificent and gorgeous: 
One of the most noticeable things was the 
absence of black. According to the ideas, 
of the Russian court, black Is an Inappro- 
priate color for such an occasion. Our 
minister for the first time appaered in 
court dress. He found it necessary to 
write to Washington to get permission to 
do so. It would have been a breach of 
etiquette wTiich would not soon be forgot- 
ten if he bad failed to conform with the 
requirements of dress.

Wives and Children Stand at the 


Mouth of the Uittston Mine 


Weeping with No Hope. 


ALL ENTOMBED MEN NO DOUBT DEAD 


Workmen Busy Trying to Reach the 


Bodies of toe Men Who Were 


Buried Alive—Falling Rocks 


Threaten Rescuers. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., June SO.—The ex- 


citement nt the Twin^ Shaft in Plttston 
where nearly,a hundred miners/nifo en 
tombed continued today. At the north 
shaft there are hundreds of persons and 
the criaa of the grief -stricken families are 
heartrending. Wives and children, many 
of whom have not left the mouth of the 
shaft since the terriole accident, stayed 
near the opening and urged the rescuers 
to greater efforts. 
Tlio situation Is prac- 


tically unchanged from last night. 
But 


little has been accomplished toward tbo 
recovery of the men. It la generally be- 
lieved among the experienced miners thai 
the men are all dead. Few of the more 
hopeful who believed there might be a 
possibility of the entombed men being 
alive are now willing to admit there Is 
little possibility there la any life under 
ground. 
The work'of rescue Is necessar- 


ily slow owing to the danger of falling 
rocks which were loosened by the terrible 
explosion. The time when the men will 
bo reached depends on whether tlio slope 
is completely choked up with debris or 
not; if not, tbo rescuers may possibly 
reach the men within twenty-four hours; 
otherwise it may bo two or three days. 


The rescuers this afternoon encountered 
new difficulty. 
The water is pouring 


Into {he slope and threatens to drive the 
men out. It Is thought the water comes 
from the Susquohanna river, which Is 
near by. If this is true the whole mine 
will be flooded and it will be months be- 
fore tho bodies are gotten out.

Pittsburg, June 39.—The annual de- 


pression in manufacturing circles has ar- 
rived at McKeesport. With tbo exception 
of two in ills the entire plant of the Na- 
tional Tuba Works company, the National 
Boiling Mills and W. Dowes Wood, Iron 
and Steel mills have shut down. Twelve 
thousand men are temporarily out of em- 
ployment. The Braddock wire works, 
the largest plant of the consolidated steel 
and wire company followed. The ruling 
wire nail trust mill yesterday abut down. 
Tomorrow the yearly scale of tho Amal- 
gamated association expires and a general 
shut down will follow if a decision bo not 
reached by that ^tme.

LANDED HER EXPEDITION. 


Steamer Throe (Friend* Wan Returning 


from Calm When SeUid. 


Key West, Fla,, Juno 29.—When tho 


United States revenue cutter Wiuona seiz- 
ed tho steamer Throo Flrouds tho latter 
was returning .from Cuba, whore sho laud- 
ed a largo cargo of arms for (lie Insur- 
gents, besides nearly 100 men. Thu Throo . 
Friends, Capt. Broward in command, left 
Jacksonville with this expedition Thurs- 
day morning, June 18, after Spanish Vloo 
Consul Marlatogul had ineffectually ap- 
pealed to tbo United States authorities to 
detain her. 
This vessel's cargo consisted 


of 750,000 cartridges, 1,800 rifles, 700 re- 
volvers, 600 machetes, four Hotchklw 
field pieces and a quantity of gunpowder 
and dynamite. 


The men on board wore mostly Cubans, 


though there woro several Americans. 
Among tho latter woro Pierce Atkinson, 
nephew of a promlnunt Jacksonville busi- 
ness man; John Floyd, Columbus, Ga., 
and Ira Farley, Cleveland, Ohio. The 
parents of Floyd and Farley aro said to 
be wealthy. Tho expedition was com- 
manded by Col, L/clto Vldal, a veteran of 
the last Cuban war Julian Zaruga, mom- 
bur of a wealthy Cuban family, was sec- 
ond In command Tho Tbreo Friends ap- 
proaohod the Northern coast of Plnar del 
Rio last Sunday afternoon. Near night- 
fall two Spanish cruisers were sluhted and 
the Three Friends stood out to sea. 


Monday the filibustering vessel hung 


off tbo const of Pinar dol Rio, keeping a 
sharp lookout for Spanish cruisers.

man-of-war appeared, and when night 
came the Throo Friends sent up rockets 
near Bosario. Tbo insurgents, who woro 
expecting the expedition, answered tho 
signals, and the Throe Frlonds put In 
shore and hor cargo and mon wore sooa 
landed. Tho expedition was "mot by a de- 
tachment from Antonio Jlnouo'e army.

COLLINS AND THE HOME FORUM. 


A Fall Statement In tbe Matter—Complete 


Explanation. 


Editor Republican: When your report- 


er called on me Saturday for a statement 
regarding the article in tbe Herald-De- 
spatch of Saturday I told him I had not 
tbe time to writa anytblngf for him that 
day but would today. He misunderstood 
me in what I said. I told him that 
some of my friends who were'on the com- 
mittee when they asked who made the 
charges were told that that was a secret. 
I was not permitted to know who my ac 
cnser was until the grand president or- 
dered the fellow, who made tbo charges, 
to sign them. As to who made the 
changes I know DO moro than a man ID 
the moon. The paper has bean carted 
around until it is nearly worn ont and has 
been in the bands of perhaps forty o? 
more persons. Jones suffers from a very 
sudden and very severe lapse of memory 
when bo tells what I said to him when I 
finally found out who made the "barges I 
said to him, Jones I would not have 
charged you with such a thing-on mere 
heresy, until I had conio to yon first, and 
neither would you, if you bad a drop of 
honest blood in your veins. The only 
answer he gave me was to get very red in 
the face. 


In reply to the article which appeared 


in the Herald-Despatch Saturday morn 
ing, ID which the statement Is made that 
T was expelled from thp Home Forum, tbe 
facts are these. I examined H. D. Heil 
and recommended his risk. I took the 
application to the lodge room and it was 
on the desk and the committee hod it but 
did not report on it and then it was in 
the bauds of the secretary for two weeks, 
when it was voted on and I and my wife 
refused to vote booauso we had beard a 
report that we did not want another doc 
tor in the order and if Heil was black- 
balled we would be accused of doing it. 
The application was then in the bands of 
the secretary where I went the next morn- 
ing, and in her presence sealed it up and 
mailed it. I heard nothing more of it 
until Hoil camo to me saying he had been 
rejected, and I returned his fee to him. 
Some weeks after I had notice that a 
meeting of officers would be held to inves- 
tigate the rejected application of H. D 
Hoil, but did not know and hod no way 
of knowing that I had been charged with 
the changing of tbe application. 


In the course of time I received notice 


t(iat I had been charged with changing 
the application and to appear at a certain 
time and place to make my defense. 
I 


did so, appearing with witnesses and a 
well known and reliable stenographer to 
take the evidence, and an effort was innde 
to exclude her 
In short the idea was 


not to allow mo any chance to make a de- 
fense but to bulldoze tbe thing. In proof 
of this I need but say that when the pre 
siding officer was asked if he was willing 
for me to have a fair trial, he said no. To 
the truthfulness of this statement I could 
furnish the affidavits of four persons who 
heard the statement. 
When tbe meeting 


was called to order I bad to show them 
how to conduct the case, as not one of the 
persons who had a hand in the caao knew 
low to proceed, took their first witness 
and asked her the questions, as the person 
whose duty it was to do this did not have 
son so enough to do it until I showed him 
how. ' At that meeting five persons who 
had been familiar with rny writing from 
;hrea to seven years testified that there 
was no similarity between the changed 
diiBwcrs and the ones in my own hand 
writing. 


The person making the charges when 


asked why he thought I had made the 
changes said because be bcnrd that the 
application was last in my hands. Nut a 
single person even claimed to know any- 
thing about the matter. After the com 
mittee had gone over tbe whole matter, I 
made a motion that the clerk be instruct- 
ed to make a complete report of the evi- 
dence to be reported to the next regular 
meeting of the Forum and that the secre- 
tary bo instructed to notify all tbo mem- 
bers to be present to hear tbe report. 
At 


this meeting after tbo report was road a 
vote was taken and by a very large major- 
ity I was declared not guilty. 


I believe that it^is a rule in law that 


when a person is acquitted once that they 
oauuot again be tried.on tbe same charge, 
but in tbe Forum neither right nor law 
have any place. Contrary to all well de- 
fined rules the matter was brought up 
again and a sufficient number of my 
friends were deprived of their lawful right 
to vote by contemptible and' dishonest 
tricks to put 'the majority on the either 
side. 


Tbe better class of the members never 


believed there 'was any truth in the 
charges, and do not yet. I am advised 
by a reliable attorney that an action for 
damage would lie from tbe publishing of 
the article, but I would be obliged to 
conic down to their level and as a gentle- 
man, I cannot afford to do that. In fact 
tbe only thing that induces me to notice 
the matter at all is the importunities of 
friends. 


As to my trying to down Heil I have 


no desire to do any perron any barm and 
oven at this stage of the game I would do 
him • favor if it was in my power. 


Out of a membership of nearly one hun- 


dred there were but ten for expulsion. 
All day long, membera of the order have 
been calling on me, both ladies and gen- 
tlemen, denouncing the action, and the 
persons making the report to tbe paper ae 
contemptible and moan. 


While tbe committee was in session the 


person who wag acting as judge took tbe 
prosecutor out in the hall two or three 
times to fix up his case. To me and some 
of tbe others present that was an unnsnal 
proceeding.

Gold, has been found in a variety of

A Kansas City taxidermist was found 
n a great state of excitement by Mr.

The jaws of both deer were being 
scraped, and then the taxidermist ob- 
served a. peculiar* substance crusted on 
the teeth.

the man scraped it oft! and sent it to 
an assayer. The assayer got a lump of 
gold, pure, yellow gold, from the stuff, 
and the taxidermist made haste to find 
out the precise locality where the deer 
were killed. Then he asked about the 
deer licks where the animals got their 
salt. He doesn't know yet whether the 
*-old came from a salt lick or from the 
dust blown onto the grass or browse 
on which the deer fed. 


The taxidermist said that the deer
